against plants which supply Ford 
with parts. 


Answering by cracking down 


hard on the striking worker* of 
the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Co., prin- 
cipal supplier of Ford parts, the 
United Automobile Workers (CIO) 
made its first move toward dis- 
ciplining wildcat strikers. 


In return, the union pitched an 


ultimatum at the automobile in- 
dustry, demanding a 30 per cent 
wage increase for their members. 
Backing its 
demand 
with 
the 


threat of an industry-wide labor 
blockade, the union chose for its 
test case the vast General Motors 
Corporation. 


80,000 Forced to Idleness 


Layoffs of Ford workers. 40,000 


of whom were employed in plants 
in the Detroit area, pushed to 
nearly 80,000 the number of work- 
men forced into idleness by strikes 
and resultant layoffs. 


Also 
on 
strike 
were 
10,000 


workers at the Ford Motor Com- 
pany of Canada at Windsor, Ont.; 
6,500 at Hudson Motor Car Com- 
pany, 3,100 at Murray Corporation 
of America, and more than 4,000 
in eight other plants. 


It was the second time within a 


week that Ford workers were sent 
home because of the Kelsey-Hayes 
stoppage. Last week nearly 30,- 
000 were laid off. They were re- 
called last Monday when Ford lo- 
cated new parts sources. 


Ford plants were forced to close 


because of "crippling and unau- 
thorized strikes" against suppliers, 
said Henry Ford II, executive vice 
president. 


Impede Reconversion 


"These continued outbreaks by 


irresponsible labor groups," young 
Ford asserted, were impeding the 
progress of reconversion. 


Naming Percy Llewellyn as ad- 


ministrator 
of the 
Kelsey-Hayes 


unit, local 174, the UAW-CIO ex- 
ecutive board meeting at Flint in 
effect told the 4,500 strikers to get 
back on the job. The board em- 
powered Llewellyn, a former presi- 
dent of Ford locai^SOO, UAW-CIO, 
to take over affairs of the union 
and to call a meeting of the strik- 
ers this afternoon. 


The union, a spokesman pointed 


out, 
was determined to tolerate no 


further wildcat strikes. 


Estimating that with "our 50,000 


men, 
more than 125,000 people in 


this country will suffer because of 
the shutdown," young Ford said 
there wasn't a "city or town that 
won't be adversely affected." 


Xo Word for Top Unionists 
No direct comment on the Ford 


shutdown was forthcoming: from 
top officials of the union. 


Although 
all 
production 
has 


ceased in Ford plants, still at work 
were maintenance men, those em- 
ployed on reconversion and office 
workers. Before the layoffs, the 
firm employed some 109,000 per- 
sons. 
Walter P. Reuther. UAW vice 


president, stated that General Mo- 
tors was chosen for the test case 
in the union's wage demand be- 
cause it is the "biggest corpora- 
tion." He asserted General Motors 
"dominates the industry and calls 
the tune on industry policy mat- 
ters." 


The program, as outlined by 


Thomas, Reuther and George F. 
Addes, UAW secretary-treasurer, 
will concentrate the union's "entire 
fire-power" on one of the auto in- 
dustry's "big- three."
